Revised    War-damage    Pamphlet. — The 

ar  Damage  Commission  has  taken  advan^- 
ge  of  the  need  for  reprinting  the  explanatory 
mphlet  C.I /A  to  set  out  the  changes 
suiting  from  the  War  Damage  (Amend - 
snt)  Acts  passed  since  1941  and  a  recent 
easury  direction.    In  a  number  of  other 


respects  the  advice  has  been  rendered  more 
clear  and  up  to  date,  and  a  statement  has 
been  added  on  the  rights  of  tenants  under 
the  Landlord  and  Tenant  War  Damage 
Acts,  1939  and  1941. 

Road  Transport  Order. — From  May  22 
practically  all  long-distance  movements  of 
general  traffic  by  road  are  being  arranged 
through  the  Ministry  of  War  Transport  road 
haulage  organisation.  Movements  of  gen- 
eral traffic  for  distances  of  sixty  road  miles 
or  more,  otherwise  than  under  the  organisa- 
tion, are  limited  by  the  Road  Transport  of 
Goods  Order,  1944,  but  parcels,  " smalls," 
and  abnormal  indivisible  loads  are  among 
classes  exempted  from  operation  of  the 
Order.  Any  operator  desiring  a  permit 
should  apply  to  the  appropriate  district 
transport  officer. 

Photographic  Supplies  Return  Required. — 

The  Board  of  Trade  has  issued  an  Order, 
dated  April  26,  requiring  persons  listed  at 
January  31  on  the  Home  Trade  Register  for 
controlled  goods  of  certain  classes  (including 
Class  12,  photographic  goods)  to  make  a 
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return  on  form  Misc./i9,  giving  among  other 
things  the  value  of  controlled  goods  supplied 
during  the  standard  period  (June  i,  1939, 
to  May  31,  1 941)  and  during  the  restriction 
period  (August  i,  1943,  to  January  31,  1944). 
A  copy  of  the  form  is  being  sent  to  each 
person  concerned,  but  any  trader  who  does 
not  receive  his  copy  by  May  6  should  apply 
immediately  to  the  Chief  Accountant, 
Miscellaneous  Section,  Northgate,  Prince 
Albert  Road,  London,  N.W.8. 

Worcester  Dispensary. — Prescriptions  dis- 
pensed at  the  Worcester  Dispensary  in  1943 
numbered  30,535,  against  28,955  in  1942. 

Chemical  Industry  Expansion  in  Scotland. 

— Speaking  before  the  Scottish  Trade  Union 
Congress  at  Dunoon,  recently,  the  Secretary 
of  State  for  Scotland  (Mr.  Thomas  Johnston) 
stated,  among  other  things,  that  new  indus- 
tries opened  up  in  Scotland  since  the  war 
included  a  factory  for  the  production  of 
mepacrine,  aluminium  materials  and  chem- 
ical works. 

Merchant  Navy  Donation.— The  Merchant 
Navy  Comforts  Service  has  received  a  dona- 
tion of  ;^5  2s.  lod.  sent  by  Mr.  G.  A.  Starling 
(joint  managing  director  of  Lewis  &  Bur- 
rows, Ltd.,  chemists,  146  Holborn  Bars, 
London,  E.C.)  which  represents  a  month's 
collection  taken  in  M.N.C.  Service  boxes 
placed  on  weighing  machines  in  the  com- 
pany's branches. 

Relief  from  Corrosive  after  Twenty-five 
Years. — At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Bir- 
mingham United  Hospital,  recently,  the 
chairman  gave  an  account  of  an  operation 
that  had  been  carried  out  upon  a  woman  of 
twenty-nine  at  the  Queen  Elizabeth  Hos- 
pital, as  a  result  of  which  a  new  gullet  had 
been  constructed,  linked  with  the  stomach 
and  finally  connected  with  the  lower  part  of 
the  throat,  thus  remedying  a  complete 
stricture  of  the  gullet  caused  twenty-five 
years  earlier  when,  as  a  child,  the  woman 
swallowed  some  corrosive  liquid. 

N.P.U.  Wages  Questionnaire. — Prior  to 
deciding  what  action  it  will  take  when  the 
question  of  wages  comes  before  the  Joint 
Industrial  Council  for  Retail  Pharmacy) 
the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  has 
sent  out  a  questionnaire  to  branches  asking 
for  the  views  of  members.  The  questions 
asked  deal  with  whether  there  should  be 
fixed  scales  of  wages  for  all  employees  or  a 
minimum  wage  in  each  class ;  whether  there 
should  be  equal  pay  for  men  and  women ; 
whether  rates  in  London  should  be  higher 
than  in  the  provinces;    hours  of  work; 


overtime ;  holidays ;  sickness  pay,  etc. 
Branches  are  being  asked  to  discuss  these 
matters  at  meetings. 

Eastbourne  Supports  Pharmacy  Com 
mission. — A  meeting  of  the  Eastbourne 
Pharmacists'  Association  held  on  April  13 
agreeing  that  remuneration  under  the 
National  Health  Service  was  totally  inade- 
quate, and  that  the  Ministry  of  .  Health  did 
not  realise  the  value  of  the  service  rendered, 
recommended  the  formation  of  a  Pharma- 
ceutical Commission,  from  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  and  National  Pharma- 
ceutical Union,  to  control  all  pharmaceutical 
matters.  Dispensing  and  the  supply  of 
drugs,  medicines  and  appliances  required 
by  out-patients  attending  hospitals,  health 
centres,  or  clinics,  should  be  dealt  with  by 
pharmacists  by  means  of  prescriptions 

Linking  Research  with  Industry. — In  an 

address  to  the  Manchester  Chamber  of 
Commerce  recently,  Mr.  A.  P.  M.  Fleming 
declared  that  the  weakest  link  in.  the| 
problem  of  raising  standards  of  living  in 
this  country  occurred  between  the  indus- 
trial research  worker,  whose  job  is  to  find 
useful  applications  of  new  knowledge,  and 
the  industrialist,  who  should  appreciate 
and  approve  their  commercial  value.  That 
link  must  be  strengthened  at  both  ends 
Small  firms  as  well  as  large  should  record 
and  give  authority  to  officers  qualified  by 
technical  training  to  take  full  and  prompt 
advantage  of  the  fruits  of  research,  while 
the  research  worker  must  train  to  give 
service  in  a  way  that  made  his  help  welcome 

Dublin  Chemists'  Football. — A  meeting 
held  in  Dublin  on  April  20  to  form  a 
Chemists'  Gaelic  Football  Club  was  presided 
over  by  Mr.  P.  C.  Cahill,  with  Messrs.  C. 
J.  Cremen  (president,  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland),  J.  D.  Tooher,  Peter 
Rosney,  and  C.  Ward  as  promoters 
Messrs.  Brennan  (chairman,  Dublin  County 
Board  of  the  Gaelic  Athletic  Association) 
and  Bob  Freeman  (secretary)  were  also 
present.  It  was  agreed  to  form  a  provisional 
committee,  which  was  entrusted  with  the 
preliminary  arrangements.  All  interested 
should  communicate  with  the  secretary 
of  the  provisional  committee  (Mr.  Peter 
Rosney,  "c/o  Dargan's  Pharmacy,  19 
Berkeley  Street,  Dublin). 

Cancer  Research  Report.— -Dr.  W.  E.  Gye

Society's  Vice-president  at  Harrow. — At

F.  G.  Wells)  spoke  on  the  alternatives 
for  pharmacy  under  a  National  Health 
scheme,  namely  a  State  service  in  health 
centres  or  an  improved  system  of  dispensing 
in  existing  pharmacies.  There  were  some- 
thing like  14,000  chemists  in  business,  he 
said,  and  they  had  given  a  good  service 
under  the  National  Health  Insurance  Acts. 
The  present  system  had  not  been  adequately 
paid  for.  Chemists  were  more  than  ordinary 
traders  and  should  give  a  professional 
service.  Under  any  scheme  a  pharmacist 
should  be  able  to  open  a  pharmacy,  but  not 
necessarily  to  enter  into  the  scheme  without 
permission.  No  discussion,  declared  the 
speaker,  had  taken  place  on  remuneration 
at  any  Council  or  joint  committee  meetings. 
Dispensing  should  be  a  separate  charge, 
and  should  pay  for  itself.  The  Council  had 
agreed  that  members  in  the  Forces  should 
have  their  fees  cancelled,  and  this  meant 
about  £^,000  annually  lost  to  the  Society. 
Mr.  F.  J.  Conduit  moved  a  vote  of  thanks 
to  Mr.  Wells ;  this  was  seconded  by  Mr. 
Tomski  and  carried.

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ACETANILIDE  IN  DRINK  HABIT  CURE 


The  Pharmaceutical  Society  were  the  pro- 
secutors in  two  further  summonses  (see  also 
C.  &-  D.,  March  25,  p.  328),  brought  at 
Birmingham  police  court  on  April  25  against 
the  Carlton  Chemical  Co.,  Ltd.,  Birming- 
ham. The  charges  were  of  selling,  in  a  pre- 
paration known  as  Dipsocure,  a  poison 
(acetanilide)  listed  in  Part  I  of  the  Poisons 
List,  contrary  to  Section  18  (i)  A  (i)  of  the 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933;  and  of 
selling  it  by  retail  without  giving  the  name 
of  the  poison  on  the  label,  without  stating 
the  proportion  of  poison  present,  and  with- 
out the  word  "poisonous."  The  company 
pleaded  guilty. 

No  Registered  Pharmacist 

The  prosecution  represented  that  the 
Carlton  Chemical  Co.  was  not  an  author- 
ised seller  of  poisons.  No  registered  phar- 
macist was  employed,  and  for  that  reason 
the  company  was  not  entitled  to  sell  by 
retail  any  Part  I  poison.  The  analyst  could 
say  that  in  each  tablet  there  was  gr.  |  of 
acetanilide.  Acetanilide  was  a  drug  used  as 
an  anti-perspirative.  There  might  be  many 
people  who  benefited  from  having  their  body 
temperature  reduced,  but  other  people 
would  probably  be  considerably  harmed  by 
having  an  anti-perspirative  introduced  into 
the  system.  Some  persons  were  exceedingly 
susceptible  to  acetanilide,  and  often  small 
doses  would  lead  to  cyanosis  and  collapse. 
It  was  certainly  not  the  sort  of  thing  to  be 
handed  out  through  the  post  to  anybody 
who  replied  to  advertisements,  whose  symp- 
toms were  unknown,  and  who  might  be 
susceptible  or  not.  It  might  be  said  by  the 
defence  that  there  was  nobody  in  the  firm 
who  had  any  knowledge  of  the  labelling 
matters  which  formed  the  basis  of  the 
second  charge.  If  there  was  anybody  in  the 
firm  who  knew  anything  about  chemistry 
or  pharmacy  he  should  have  known  better 
than  to  have  sold  the  article  at  all,  or  sold 
it  in  that  way.  If  there  was  nobody,  then 
it  was  a  little  odd  that  the  firm  should  be 
selling  articles  of  that  potency. 

"Nearly"  the  Same  Offence 

For  the  defendants  it  was  urged  as  an  old 
adage  of  law  that  nobody  should  be  brought 
before  a  court  twice  for  the  same  offence, 
and  it  nearly  applied  in  that  case.  On 
March  14  the  company  was  before  the 
court  on  other  summonses,  and  on  that 
occasion,  before  the  summonses  were  heard, 
the  defence  were  asked  whether  they  would 
receive  the  summons  now  before  the  court 


and  have  them  dealt  with  at  that  time 
Counsel  was  then  in  a  difficult  position,  be 
cause  he  had  to  ask  his  clients  if  they  wer 
prepared  to  answer  the  summonses  at  shor 
notice,  and  it  was  thought  best  to  hav 
them  deferred.  At  the  end  of  the  cases,  ii 
which  they  pleaded  guilty,  the  Bench  in 
fiicted  a  rather  heavy  fine,  totalling,  wit] 
costs,  £61  los.  He  (counsel)  was  not  com 
plaining  that  they  were  in  court  again,  bu 
he  wished  to  stress  the  fact  that,  exc'ept  fo 
the  two  summonses  before  the  court  am 
the  offences  dealt  with  on  March  14,  th 
company  had  never  had  any  sort  of  pro 
ceedings  brought  against  them. 

The  rather  lugubrious  picture  drawn  b] 
the  prosecution  as  to  what  might  happen  i 
anyone  received  a  wrong  dose  was  th( 
greatest  point  in  the  defence,  for  the  com 
pany  had  been  in  existence  since  1923,  anc 
there  never  had  been  a  single  complaint  oj 
any  of  the  things  which  it  had  been  saic 
were  likely  to  happen.  On  the  contrary 
they  had  testimonials  from  people  who  hac 
been  cured  of  addiction  to  drinking  01 
smoking  too  much.  Since  the  company  hac 
been  apprised  of  the  fact  that  acetanilid< 
was  not  mentioned  on  the  label,  the  direC' 
tors  had  had  labels  printed  bearing  the  wore 
anti-febrine.  Directly  it  was  pointed  oui 
that  what  the  company  was  doing  was  £ 
breach  of  the  law,  the  article  had  at  onc6 
been  withdrawn  and  not  sold  since. 

The  chairman  :  You  mean  the  Dipsocure ; 

Defending  counsel  (Mr.  Churchill)  :  Yes 
That  may  mean  that  if  we  issue  Dipsocure 
we  shall  issue  it  without  this  constituent.  1 :

I  am  told,  finall}^  that  the  acetanilide  wa 
only  an  infinitesimal  part  of  the  ingredien 
of  Dipsocure. 

Prosecuting  counsel :  One  half-grain 
That  is  not  infinitesimal.  The  tablets  only 
weigh  about  five  grains  each.  One  half 
grain  would  be  10  per  cent. 

The  chairman,  after  a  retirement,  said 
they  had  taken  the  summonses  that  day 
on  their  own  merits;  they  fined  the  com 
pany  £2^  on  each  summons,  with  £^  costs' 
on  the  first.

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ndustrial  Welfare 

Your  appreciation  of  Lord  Trent's  impor- 
ant  and  heartening  pronounceraent  on 
adustrial  welfare  (p.  473)  leaves  little  to 
e  said.  Yet,  in  thanking  this  captain  of 
idustry,  a  brief  comment  from  the  point 
f  view  of  the  private  citizen  may  be  ven- 
ured.  For  several  years  past  I  have  been 
erturbed  by  the  lack  of  responsibility  to 
he  community  evident  from  time  to  time 
1  industrial  disturbances.  The  late  John 
ralsworthy's  "Strife"  is  a  brilliant  presen- 
ation  of  certain  aspects  of  this  problem, 
ut  does  not  contribute  to  its  solution  :  nor 
5  it  the  function  of  a  dramatist  to  attempt 
ny  such  contribution.  What  of  the  future  ? 
)ne  of  the  most  hopeful  factors  in  the 
Ituation  is  the  part  that  our  great  indus- 
rial  houses  have  taken  and  are  taking  in 
asuring  stability  in  relations  between 
mployers  and  employed,  each  business 
hus  becoming  a  nucleus  of  purposeful  and 
armonious  working.  Looking  back  over 
tie  past  century,  we  may  fairly  say  that 
)arwin,  Huxley  and  Herbert  Spencer 
phasised,  each  in  his  own  manner,  the 
truggle  for  the  survival  of  the  fittest  with- 
ut  full  regard  to  what  may  be  called  the 
ommunity  instinct.  In  this  vital  matter 
jading  industrialists  are  setting  a  notable 
xample.

Everyone  who  has  had  first-hand  experi- 
:nce  of  a  cancer  case  (and  many  who  have 
lot)  will  read  with  deep  interest  the  article 
)y  Mr.  J.  H.  Thompson  on  pp.  466-67. 
Vhen  it  is  understood  that,  in  his  opening 
rards,  "The  use  of  H.ii  extract  in  the 
reatment  of  malignant  conditions  consti- 
utes  a  new  type  of  approach  to  the  problem 
tf  cancer,"  the  value  of  his  lucid  account 
)i  clinical  research  with  this  substance  will 
)e  obvious.  Medical  history  contains  only 
00  many  records  of  false  hopes  of  the  suc- 
;essful  treatment  of  this  distressing  disease, 
[n  your  issue  of  November  7,  193 1,  the  late 
[r.  Thomas  Maben  pointed  out  that  the 
leath  rate  of  cancer  in  this  country  was 
[teadily  increasing,  and  that  in  the  preced- 
ig  twelve  years  fatal  cases  numbered 
500,000.    I  see  that  in  the  decade  1931-40 


the  average  total  of  cancer  deaths  in  England 
and  Wales  was  974  per  million  persons 
living.  Mr.  Maben's  chief  purpose  in  con- 
tributing to  your  columns  was  to  record 
hopeful  results  obtained  by  injecting 
pituitrin  and  theelin.  He  had  previously 
seen,  at  the  invitation  of  a  Bristol  doctor, 
.  patients  who  were  being  treated  with  pitui- 
trin alone.  The  medical  practitioner  in 
charge  of  these  patients  was  well  aware 
that  the  treatment  only  delayed  the  progress 
of  the  disease,  and  went  no  further  than  to 
stress  its  value  in  warding  off  cachexia  and 
as  an  agent  in  procuring  a  remission  of  the 
"last  sentence."  Mr.  Maben  was  hopeful 
that  the  step  taken  in  1931  might  point 
the  way  to  the  cure  of  carcinoma.  Much 
Research  has  been  undertaken  since  then; 
but  the  problem  continues  to  baffle  the 
teams  of  workers  engaged  upon  it. 

Supplementary  Aims 

Of  the  importance  of  research  in  attacking 
disease  there  can  be  no  question.  The  old 
controversy  between  the  advocates  of  pure 
research  and  the  upholders  of  applied  re- 
search has,  however,  become  topical  again 
during  the  past  few  days  through  references 
in  Parliament  and  in  the  Press.  Lecturing 
to  the  Manchester  Chamber  of  Commerce 
recently,  Sir  Edward  Appleton  put  the 
matter  in  its  true  perspective.  He  remarked 
that  those  who  carry  out  research  for  its 
own  sake  and  those  who  seek  utilitarian 
ends  for  it  are  members  of  the  same  scien- 
tific family,  and  their  efforts  are  not  antag- 
onistic but  supplementary.  A  few  days 
ago  I  read  a  letter  from  a  professor  com- 
plaining that  one  of  his  students,  on  taking 
up  residence  in  another  university,  was  put 
on  an  investigation  that  to  him  was  uncon- 
genial. The  writer  made  the  deduction  that 
specialisation  in  research  is  being  overdone. 
But,  whether  we  like  it  or  not,  there  must  be 
further  specialisation  as  science  penetrates 
more  deeply  into  the  secrets  of  its  raw 
material ;  and  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  team- 
work can  be  carried  on  without  allotting 
special  functions  to  individual  workers. 
What  guiding  principle  can  be  found  ? 
Surely  this,  that  research,  however  academic 
its  origin  and  immediate  purpose  may  be, 
should  be  definitely  related  to  something 
already  in  existence.  If  this  principle  is 
accepted,  there  should  be  no  risk  of  wasted 
effort.  In  this  matter  the  beginner  may 
justly  allow  some  weight  to  the  experience 
of  scientists  who  have  spent  years  in  this

PARLIAMENTARY  NEWS 

No  Penicillin  Monopoly. — The  Minister 
of  Supply,  asked  on  April  26  if  he  would 
permit  production  of  penicillin  by  all  firms 
wishing  to  manufacture  it,  said  any  fears  of 
monopoly  in  this  matter  were  unfounded. 

Penicillin  Clinical  Trials  Committee.— 
Mr.  Attlee,  in  reply  to  a  question  by 
Mr.  H.  N.  Linstead,  announced  on  April  28 
that  the  name  of  Dr.  C  H.  Hampshire 
should  be  added  to  the  list  previously 
given  of  the  members  of  the  Penicillin 
Clinical  Trials  Committee.

"he  annual  meeting  of  the  Federation  of 
mrgical  Instrument  Manufacturers  was  held 
fn  London  on  April  26.  Mr.  E.  W.  Philpott 
(chairman) ,  in  his 
address,  said  that 
the  ideal  of  the 
Federation  was 
unanimity.  He 
believed  the  Feder- 
Mi^m  already 
brought  about  a  re- 
versal of  the  ideas 
that  previously 
hung  about  the 
trade  like  a  mill- 
stone, and  hoped 
and  believed  the  ul- 
timate achievement 
would  be  to  bring 
about  conditions 
that  would  enable 
I  the  trade  to  stand  four-square  to  the 
jdifficulties  ahead.  Although  the  Federation 
'lad  only  been  in  existence  a  short  time, 
[much  had  been  achieved.  The  Federation 
was  ably  represented  by  Mr.  Hatrick  on 
|the  British  Standards  Institution  com- 
imittee  dealing  with  the  standardisation 
of  syringes.  Another  member  was  on  the 
committee  of  the  export  group  and  the 
co-ordinating] 'committee  of  export  groups.

The  Federation  had  been  invited  to  send 
representatives  to  a  commitee  to  consider 
post-war  reconstruction  ;  and,  with  strength 
growing,  it  was  hoped  soon  to  be  able  to 
ask  for  representation  on  the  committee 
that  adjudicates  wage  and  other  claims. 
The  nucleus  of  an  information  bureau  had 
been  formed,  and  this  was  already  being 
used  both  by  members  and  non-members. 
He  hoped  the  Federation's  representatives 
on  the  reconstruction  committee  would 
give  weighty  consideration  to  ways  of 
remedying  the  previous  lack  of  planning 
within  the  trade,  and  to  modernising  their 
methods  of  production.  In  general,  the 
trade  could  be  said  to  be  a  hundred  years 
behind  the  points  Germany  had  reached 
before  the  war,  and  America  today,  alike 
in  methods,  plant  and  organisation.  The 
efforts  of  members  should  be  applied 
immediately  to  ways  and  means  of  placing 
the  trade  in  a  position  of  competitive  equal- 
ity in  the  post-war  era,  when,  apart  from 
any  rapid  recovery  Germany  might  be 
expected  to  make,  America  would  be  found 
a  formidable  rival.  Finally,  the  chairman 
concluded  with  a  reference  to  the  "suffocat- 
ing morass  of  departmental  control."  Power 
was  in  the  hands  of  bureaucrats  whose  sole 
qualification  appeared  to'  be  that  they  had 
no  technical  knowledge,  he  said. 
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NATIONAL  PHARMACEUTICAL  UNION 


A  MEETING  of  the  Executive  of  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  was  held  in  London 
on  April  25  and  26,  Mr.  W.  J.  Tristram  in 
the  chair.  Mr.  T.  Heseltine,  who  offered 
his  resignation  after  a  term  of  office  as 
chairman,  thanked  the  Executive  for  their 
support  during  the  year,  and  extended  a 
welcome  to  Messrs.  Coulson  and  Graham, 
new  members  of  the  Executive,  and  con- 
gratulated Mr.  Battershill  upon  his  re- 
election. 

It  was  proposed  by  Mr.  Steinman  and 
seconded  by  Mr.  Marshall  that  Mr.  W.  J. 
Tristram  should  be  elected  Chairman  for 
the  ensuing  year.  Mr.  Tristram  thanked 
the  Executive  for  the  honour  conferred 
upon  him  and  for  the  confidence  shown  in 
electing  him  as  their  chairman  for  a  year 
which  appeared  likely  to  be  one  of  the  most 
critical  in  the  history  of  pharmacy.  He 
thanked  the  retiring  chairman  for  his  work 
in  connexion  with  the  Executive  during  the 
year,  and  also  for  his  untiring  efforts  in 
travelling  oveTNthe  country  for  the  purpose 
of  addressing  branch  meetings.  Mr.  E.  A. 
Brocklehurst  was  elected  Vice-chairman, 
and  Mr.  A.  R.  Melhuish  was  re-elected 
Treasurer. 

The  Central  N.H.I.  Committee  was  re- 
elected, Mr.  Coulson  taking  the  place  of 
Mr.  J.  Evans,  who  is  no  longer  a  member 
of  the  Executive.  An  Accounts  Committee 
was  elected,  and  representatives  were  re- 
appointed to  the  Chemists'  Friends  Council, 
Joint  Industrial  Council  for  Retail  Phar- 
macy, Drug  Trade  Council,  Joint  Com- 
mittee on  National  Pharmaceutical  Service, 
Liaison  Committee  with  the  Pharmaceutical

Trustees. 

Election  of  Executive 

The  Secretary  reported  that,  as  a  result

Retiring  Members

Area    Pharmacy    Boards,  Local 
harmacy    Boards    and  Pharmaceutical 
rvice  Committees ;    this  arrangement  is 
plicated,  one  set  of  administrative  bodies 
ing  allotted  to  England  and  Wales  and 
e  other  to  Scotland.  The  idea  of  a  Phar- 
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macy  Commission  has,  we  infer,  been 
dropped :  we  are  not  told  whether  this 
has  been  done  with  the  consent  of  the 
other  three  bodies  (the  Guild  of  Public 
Pharmacists,  the  Association  of  Scientific 
Workers,  and  the  Association  of  Pharma- 
ceutical Employees)  which  formed  part  of 
the  six  submitting  pharmaceutical  service 
proposals  to  the  Minister  of  Health  last  July. 

It  goes  without  saying  that  this  plan  for 
organising  the  proposed  service  will  need 
ample  discussion  by  all  the  interests  af- 
fected. It  will  be  remembered  that  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  have  each  arranged 
for  meetings  of  delegates  to  be  held  in  the 
near  future.  Whether  there  is  time  for  the 
branches  of  these  two  bodies  to  hold 
preliminary  gatherings  for  the  examination 
of  the  matters  involved  we  do  not  know : 
probably  this  course  can  be  adopted  in  some 
of  the  /larger-  centres  of  population.  In 
any  case,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  dele- 
gates' meetings  referred  to  will  be  well 
attended,  and  that  discussion  will  be  in 
public.  The  proposed  powers  of  the  Central 
Pharmacy  Board,  for  instance,  will  require 
careful  scrutiny;  and  the  less  definite 
account  of  the  functions  of  the  subordinate 
bodies  will  call  for  amplification  and,  if 
necessary,  criticism.  One  feature  that  on 
the  face  of  it  looks  strange  is  that  Pharma- 
ceutical Service  Committees  will  recommend 
direct  to  the  Central  Pharmacy  Board 
without  the  intervention  of  either  of  the 
intermediate  bodies.  Other  points  for 
inquiry  and  discussion  will  no  doubt 
emerge  when  pharmacists  with  experience 
of  N.H.I,  committee  work  study  these 
proposals  clause  by  clause.  And  we  have 
yet  to  learn  the  attitude  of  the  Company 
Chemists'  Association  and  that  of  the 
Joint  Industrial  Council  for  Retail  Phar- 
macy. '  Remembering  the  mass  of  detail 
that  arose  from  the  inauguration  of  the 
first  National  Health  Insurance  Act,  we 
foresee  a  busy  time  for  all  concerned. 

An  Industry  at  the  Threshold 

The  Federation  of  Surgical  Instrument 
Manufacturers,  whose  annual  report  is 
given  on  p.  491,  was  formed  to  safeguard 
the  interests  of  the  trade,  promote  co-opera- 
tion among  manufacturers,  merchants  and 
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users  of  surgical  instruments,  as  well  as 
organisations  having  similar  or  allied  inter- 
ests and  objects,  and  to  maintain  the  sta- 
bility of  the  trade  under  post-war  conditions. 
Before  the .  outbreak  of  war  the  surgical- 
instrument  industry  of  the  world  was  largely 
monopolised  by  Germany  and  Japan,  who 
benefited  both  by  cheap  labour  and  by 
subsidies.  Manufacturers  in  this  country 
struggled  along  under  severe  handicaps, 
despite  the  fact  that  the  articles  manu- 
factured were  of  vital  necessity  for  saving 
life  and  alleviating  pain.  When  war  broke 
out,  continental  supplies  became  cut  off, 
and  there  resulted  a  serious  shortage  of 
essential  supplies.  The  deficiency  has  not 
yet  been  made  up.  Since  1939,  however,  the 
British  manufacturers  have  performed 
miracles  in  providing  supplies  for  ordinary 
civilian  needs,  air-raid  casualties,  the  Army, 
Navy  and  Air  Force,  and  Britain's  Russian 
allies.  Heavy  demands  are  also  being- 
received  today  from  allied  and  neutral 
countries.  They  cannot  be  met  under  pres- 
ent conditions,  but,  as  readers  will  see  from 
the  report,  the  Federation  is  aware  of  its 
opportunities  as  well  as  of  its  shortcomings, 
and  looks  forward  with  confidence  to  post- 
war progress. 

Licence  Application 
Shortcomings 

When  an  application  is  made  to  a  local 
price-regulation  committee  for  a  licence  to 
open  a  new  business,  the  applicant  is  sup-, 
plied  with  a  form  of  draft  advertisement 
for  insertion  in  a  local  newspaper,  a  copy 
of  which  (intact)  must  accompany  the 
application  when  it  goes  to  the  office  of  the 
committee.  Following  the  appearance 
recently,  in  a  Liverpool  newspaper,  of  an 
advertisement  from  which  the  address  at 
which  it  was  proposed  to  carry  on  business 
had  been  omitted,  it  has  been  ascertained 
that  such  an  advertisement  would  not  be 
approved  by  the  authorities.  Without  the 
address,  another  trader  is  hardly  in  a  posi- 
tion, to  lodge  an  objection,  and  thus  the 
purpose  of  the  advertisement  breaks  down. 
Whenever  a  Press  announcement  is  in  any 
sense  irregular,  the  applicant  may  have 
to  insert  an  amended  or  corrected  notice. 

In  some  instances  advertisements  have 
stated  merely  the  category  numbers  Of  goods 
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in  which  it  is  proposed  to  trade,  and  retailer 
have  objected,  with  some  justification,  thai 
not  being  in  possession  of  the  schedule  0 
categories,  they  are  being  kept  in  the  dart 
In  other  words,  the  use  of  category  number 
savours  of  concealment,  once  again  render 
ing  it  difficult  to  lodge  objections.  It  i 
understood,  however,  that,  at  least  in  somi 
areas,  category  numbers  are  used  only  fo 
second-hand  goods.  When  it  is  propose< 
to  sell  new  goods  the  appellant  is  requirec 
to  give  a  full  description  of  the  articles  t( 
be  traded  in.  The  only  exception  is  that 
when  a  business  is  merely  transferred  fron 
one  owner  to  another,  it  is  not  necessan 
for  the  new  owner  to  advertise  that  he  hai 
applied  for  a  licence,  unless  he  wants  t 
enlarge  the  range  of  stock  by  including 
goods  in  other  categories,  or  provide  service 
not  previously  offered. 

Sublingual  Administration 

It  is  sometimes  asserted  that  any  of  th 
potent  non-irritant  drugs  may  be  effectiveh 
administered  by  a  simple  application  to  the 
oral  mucosa,  and  recently  it  was  suggested 
that  morphine  could  be  administered  sub- 
lingually  in  war-time  emergencies,  in  which 
hypodermic  injections  were  not  possible. 
Walton  ("Journal  of  the  American  Medfcal 
Association,"  January  15,  p.  138)  point- 
out  that  penetration  of  drugs  through  the 
oral  mucosa  is  a  selective  process  and,  whilst 
a  few  substances  penetrate  readily,  others 
penetrate  only  when  large  doses  are  applied 
and  some  seem  to  be  almost  incapable  of 
any  significant  degree  of  penetration. 
Glyceryl  trinitrate  is  one  drug  the  absorp- 
^tion  of  which  by  sublingual  application  is 
undisputed.  Erythrityl  tetranitrate,  some 
of  the  steroid  hormones,  testosterone  com- 
pound and  the  oestrogens  are  in  the  same 
category.  Morphine  and  its  derivatives, 
however,  are  stated  to  be  of  little  use  by 
the  sublingual  route.  Effects  which  have 
been  obtained  in  this  way  are  apparently  due 
to  small  amounts  having  been  swallowed. 
Atropine  and  strychnine  are  also  difficult 
of  sublingual  absorption.  The  majority  of 
drugs  do  not  penetrate  the  oral  mucosa 
and,  with  new  preparations,  adequate  trial 
by  absorption  experiments  must  be  con- 
sidered necessary  before  the  sublingual 
route  is  adopted.

y  its  evaporation,  the  sweat  is  the  chief 
gent  in  reducing  body  heat  produced  by 
he  combustion  of  foods  in  the  body.  When 
he  air  is  sufficient  in  volume  and  dryness, 
vaporation  is  complete  and  the  skin 
emains  dry,  but,  when  the  sweat  is  exces- 
ive  in  amount  (hyperidrosis)  or  the  air  is 

cist  and  insufficient  in  volume,  the  skin 

self  remains  moist.  While  on  the  skin  the 
weat  mixes  with  the  fatty  secretions  of  the 
ebaceous  glands  and  epithelial  debris, 
he  mixture  forming  an  ideal  medium  for 
)acterial  action.  As  the  result,  the  fatty 
icids,  etc.,  are  decomposed,  yielding 
)roducts  that  irritate  and  inflame  the  skin 

ith,  finally,  some  form  of  eczema  and  an 
mpleasant  odour  (bromidrosis) .  No  internal 
reatment  seems  to  have  much  effect  on 
hese  conditions,  and  the  main  treatment 
onsists  in  local  applications  of  antiseptics, 
stringents  and  deodorants. 

stringents 

As  astringents,  aluminium  salts  (sulphate, 
;hloride  or  aceto-tartrate)  are  the  most 
sffective,  but  alcohol  and  tannins  are  also 
ised.  Astringents  act  by  precipitating  the 
ikin  proteins,  thus  blocking  up  the  openings 
)f  the  sweat  glands,  whilst  the  solvent 
jvaporates,  cooling  the  skin  and  so  con- 
xacting  the  blood  capillaries.  As  deodorants 
md  antiseptics,  hexamine,  chloramine-T, 
he  oxide  and  peroxide  of  zinc,  and  essential 
)ils,  are  mostly  used.  Such  antiseptics 
)revent  bacterial  action,  some  neutralising 
ilso  the  fatty  acids,  others  merely  masking 
the  unpleasant  odour.  The  following 
formulas  are  typical —

The  solution  is  used  by  dabbing  on  the  skin 
or,  diluted  to  5  per  cent,  with  water,  for 
soaking  the  feet.

Hexamine,  in  contact  with  acid  secretions, 
is  deconiposed,  liberating  formaldehyde, 
which  is  antiseptic  and  astringent.  The 
acid  becomes  neutralised,  and  in  the  neutral 
medium  the  hexamine  is  no  longer  de- 
composed ;  there  is  thus  no  danger  of 
irritation  from  the  use  of  formalin  itself. '

Powders  are  easy  to  make  but  do  not 
effectively  stop  the  production  of  perspira- 
tion. It  is  sometimes  objected  that  these 
preparations,  which  diminish  or  stop  secre- 
tion of  sweat,  are  harmful,  but  the  stoppage 
over  such  a  small  area  has  no  effect  on  the 
general  health. 

SOUTH  AFRICAN  VACCINES 

Gerbilles  (veld  rats),  which  were  formerly 
destroyed  as  a  pest  by  the  South  African 
Health  Department,  are  now  captured  alive 
to  serve  as  vehicles  for  making  typhus 
vaccine.  The  use  of  veld  rats  is  believed 
to  be  confined  to  the  Union.  The  process  of 
producing  the  vaccines  was  developed 
simultaneously  in  South  African  and  over- 
seas laboratories.  It  is  based  on  the  use  of 
turkey,  hen,  and  duck  eggs,  and  represents 
a  considerable  scientific  achievement  for 
South  African  research  workers.  Fertile 
eggs  are  inoculated  with  the  typhus  virus, 
previously  cultured  at  the  laboratories — a 
delicate  work  done  at  the  South  African 
Institute  for  Medical  Research,  Rietfontein, 
by  skilled  women  technicians  wearing 
surgical  masks  and  all  vaccinated  against 
typhus.  The  inoculated  eggs  are  sealed  and 
left  for  a  week,  when  they  are  ready  for 
what  is  called  the  "harvesting"  process  in 
another  laboratory.  If  found  satisfactory 
after  stringent  tests,  the  anti-typhus  solu- 
tion yielded  is  bottled  for  inoculation  into 
human  beings. 

At  the  Institute  laboratories  the  egg 
and  gerbille  methods  are  yielding  thousands 
of  doses  of  vaccine  monthly.  So  far,  more 
than  200,000  doses  have  been  flown  to 
Russia,  and  approximately  another  100,000 
have  been  sent  to  the  International  Red 
Cross  headquarters  at  Geneva,  Switzerland. 
Further  quantities  are  being  stored  in 
South  Africa  against  possible  epidemics. 
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Bath. — Following  a  difference  between 
the  Insurance  Committee  and  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee  on  the  operation  of  a 
rota  among  local  chemists  during  the  period 
6  p.m.  to  7  p.m.  each  evening,  a  Ministry 
of  Health  official  recently  visited  Bath, 
toured  the  city  to  gain  a  view  of  the  situa- 
tion, and  met  representatives  of  the  two 
committees.  The  official's  report  has  been 
forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of  Health,  which 
will  announce  a  decision  in  due  course. 

Blackpool. — The  local  Trades  Council 
decided  on  April  26  to  take  up  with  the 
Insurance  Committee  the  question  of  an 
all-night  servic^i  in  the  town  in  the  interests 
of  insured  persons.  It  was  urged  that  in 
a  town  like  Blackpool  it  was  not  always 
possible  for  insured  persons  to  visit  che- 
mists' shops  during  the  prescribed  hours..

Southampton. — Complaints  that  patients 
had  been  unable  to  get  medicine  because 
chemists  had  closed  earlier  than  the  time 
stipulated  in  their  agreement  with  the 
Insurance  Committee  were  made  at  a 
recent  meeting  of  the  Committee.  Under 
the  agreement  chemists  were  required  to 
remain  open  from  8.30  a.m.  to  i  p.m.  and 
from  2  p.m.  until  7  p.m.  on  weekdays, 
except  on  the  early  closing  day  and  Sunday, 
when  a  rota  system  ,was  in  operation.  A 
doctor  said  that  one  Sunday  recently  he 
gave  a  patient  a  prescription  and  told 
him  of  two  chemists  who  should  have  been 
open  under  the  rota  system.  The  patient 
was  unable  to  get  the  medicine  because 
neither  chemist  was  open  when  he  called. 
On  a  previous  occasion,  he  gave  a  patient 
a  prescription  at  about  5.45  p.m.  and  told 
him  to  go  to  a  nearby  chemist ;  later,  the 
patient  returned  and  said  the  shop  was 
closed.    "I  don't  want  to  suggest  at  what 


hours  chemists  should  be  open,"  he  saic 
"but  it  is  a  serious  matter  if  they  are  no 
open  during  the  hours  they  say  they  wi 
open.  If  they  want  a  rearrangement  of  th 
times  they  should  ask  for  it."  The  chaii 
man  said  one  of  the  Committee's  mai; 
functions  was  to  look  after  insured  person? 
and  he  was  all  out  to  watch  their  interest: 
particularly  in  war-time.  It  was  agreet 
that  a  circular  letter  should  be  sent  to  al 
chemists  reminding  them  of  the  terms. 

VIVICILLIN  STATEMENT 

The  following  statement  is  made  jointb 
by  the  International  Serum  Co.,  Ltdl 
Hendon,  London,  N.W.14,  and  the  Watfon 
Chemical  Co.,  Ltd.,  London,  W.i  : — A'repor 
was  recently  issued  by  the  Wellhouse  Hos 
pital,  Barnet,  concerning  the  initial  result 
of  clinical  trials  on  the  systemic  and  loca 
use  of  Vivicillin  brand  antibiotic  containing 
living  Penicillium  notatum,  technical  date 
on  which  has  already  been  published.  Th( 
report  reads  as  follows : — 

"During  past  weeks  a  new  biological  prep 
aration  Vivicillin,  a  development  of  peni' 
cillin  therapy,  has  been  used  with  encouraging 
results  at  the  hospital,  following  experiments 
which  had  been  previously  conducted  on  a 
.  wide  range  of  animals.  No  extravagant  claim 
or  comparisons  are  made  for,  like  penicillin, 
it  is  not  a  cure-all.  Very  promising  recoveries 
following  its  local  and  general  use  have  taken 
place  in  medical  and  surgical  patients,  either 
when  used  alone  or  where  other  known  reme- 
dies have  been  used  and  have  failed,  and  in 
conjunction  with  other  modern  remedies,  the 
action  of  which  it  appears  to  accelerate. 
Penicillin  is  not  available  for  use  by  civilian 
hospitals  and  medical  practitioners,  and  it 
would  appear  that  the  chief  value  of  Vivi- 
cillin lies  in  its  comparatively  low  cost  of 
manufacture  and  ease  of  production  in  quan- 
tity, thus  being  available  to  the  large  mass 
of  the  population  so  far  unprovided  for. 
Results  so  far  obtained  are  sufficiently  en- 
couraging to  justify  more  extensive  clinical 
use  of  VivicilUn  by  other  independent  hos- 
pitals  and  general  practitioners  with  the 
object  of  making  the  material  available  to  the 
civihan  population." 
Since  the  above  report  was  made,  how- 
ever,   misleading   statements   have  been 
published  on  the  subject.   It  will  be  appre- 
ciated that  much  more  clinical  work  and 
laboratory  investigation  will  be  necessary 
before  any  true  assessment  of  the  full  value 
of  VivicilUn  can  be  made  or  any  comparison 
drawn  between  the  relative  merits  of  the 
material    and    penicillin,    or   before  the 
material  can  be  issued  commercially.

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PHARMACEUTICAL  STUDENTS'  CONFERENCE 


The  British  Pharmaceutical  Students' 
Association's  second  annual  conference  at 
Nottingham  on  April  14  and  15,  to  which 
brief  reference  was  made  in  the  C.  6-  D., 
April  29,  p.  457,  was  attended  by  delegates 
from  Aberdeen,  Birmingham,  Bradford, 
Brighton,  Burnley,  Cardiff,  Edinburgh, 
Leicester,,  Nottingham,  Portsmouth,  and 
the  College  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
London.  The  president  (Mr.  J.  E.  Shinner, 
Ph.C.)  was  in  the  chair. 

Three  sessions  and  a  business  session  were 
held,  the  address  by  Mr.  G.  E.  Trease  on 
"Teaching  Methods  in  Pharmacy — Past, 
Present  and  "Future,"  being  at  the  first. 
Mr,  Trease's  address,  it  will  be  recalled, 
dealt  with  changes  in  pharmaceutical 
education.  He  maintained  that  the  phar- 
macist's work  and  training  should  .be 
distinct  from  that  of  the  medical  practi- 
tioner, and  there  should  be  less  talk  of 
one  being  the  handmaiden  of  the  other : 
there^  should  be  no  suggestion  of  medical  or 
other  interference  in  pharmaceutical  mat- 
ters. In  his  opinion  the  apprenticeship 
system  has  outlived  its  period  of  usefulness 
and  should  be  abolished.  The  professional 
subjects  should  be  taught  entirely  at 
college,  and,  after  examination  but  before 
admission  to  the  Register,  he  suggested 
a  compulsory  one  or  two-year  assistantship 
in  a  shop  or  hospital.  The  standard  of 
dispensing  skill  among  students  was  declin- 
ing and  was  now  regrettably  low,  and 
pharmacists  willing  to  undertake  the  train- 
ing of  apprentices,  and  having  the  necessary 
facilities  to  do  so,  no  longer  existed  in 
adequate  numbers. 

Training  in  Overseas'  Countries 

Mr.  Trease  described  how  continental 
countries  and  the  U.S.A.  dealt  with  similar 
problems.  In  America  the  degree  course 
occupied  four  years.  This  was  divided  into 
two  sections:  basic  subjects,  and  pro- 
fessional subjects.  A  number  of  subjects 
were  compulsory,  but  students  were  given 
a  wide  choice  of  optional  work.  Much 
more  chemistry  was  done  in  the  first  two 
years,  thus  leaving  time  for  adequate  later 
training  in  pharmaceutics.  Students  were 
apt  to  forget  that  a  large  part  of  a  lecturer's 
time  should  be  devoted  to  research.  They 
should  realise  that  education  was  not  just 
memorising  of  facts  but  rather  a  process 
of  developing  one's  talents. 

In  the  discussion  which  followed  Mr,  O. 
DuFFELEN,  Bradford,  said  that  colleges 
ignored     an     apprenticeship ;      that  the 


physiology  syllabus  was  divorced  froi 
pharmacy  and  should  include  more  pharma- 
cology. Mr.  G.  Bailey,  Nottingham, 
pressed  for  an  apprenticeship  syllabus  and 
for  the  inclusion  of  the  economics  of  the 
profession  in  the  curriculum. .  Mr.  Shinne' 
advocated  a  practical  physiology  examina- 
tion in  the  Chemist  and  Druggist  course, 
and  the  introduction  of  therapeutics. 
Mr.  W.  Hennigan,  Edinburgh,  was  in 
favour  of  a  two-year  apprenticeship  be- 
tween the  intermediate  and  qualifying 
examinations.  Mr.  P.  A.  Nasmyth,  Cardiff, 
suggested  an  apprenticeship  for  reta'' 
people'  only.  Mr.  J.  A.  d'Est  Eastes, 
Brighton,  favoured  the  abolition  of  appren- 
ticeship, and  thought  the  gap  between  the 
intermediate  and  qualifying  examinations 
too  wide.  Mr.  J.  Rodwell,  Bradford, 
supported  the  idea  of  a  practical  physiology 
examination,  and  thought  that  more  use 
might  be  made  of  biochemical  analyses. 
Mr.  C.  R.  Dimond,  Cardiff,  wanted  in- 
creased contact  with  schools  of  medicine.  ^ 
Mr.  W.  Burke  (College  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society)  suggested  a  more  elastic 
qualification,  but  did  not  think  that 
therapeutics  could  be  included  in  the 
curriculum  under  the  present  charter. 

Educational  Reform 

The  second  session  of  the  Conference  was 
addressed  by  members  of  the  executive  on 
the  subject  of  reform  of  pharmaceutical 
education  and  the  forthcoming  publication 
of  a  statement  on  education  by  the  National 
Union  of  Students.  After  discussion  the 
Conference  unanimously  passed  the 
following  resolutions : — 

That  in  futjire  the  Society  should  enforce 
the  rules  set  out  in  the  appendix  to  the  draft 
articles  of  pupilage  by  quarterly  inspection 
of  apprentices'  notes,  and  that  these  notes 
should  be  submitted  to  the  head  of  the 
pharmacy  college  with  the  apphcation  for 
admission,  a  report  to  be  submitted  to  the 
Society. 

That  pharmacies  be  inspected  periodically 
— at  intervals  of  not  more  than  two  years — 
and  that  where  conditions  are  not  suitable 
pharmacists  be  debarred  from  the  training 
of  apprentices. 

That  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  should 
draw  up  a  syllabus  to  guide  the  apprentice- 
master  in  instructing  his  apprentice,  and  that 
there  should  be  some  indication  of  the  form 
the  pupil's  record  of  work  should  take. 

That  an  apprenticeship  should  consist  of 
a  minimum  of  one  year  and  a  maximum  of 
two  years,  during  which  the  proposed 
svUabus  should  be  completed. 
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Many  speakers  thought  that  an  appren- 
;eship  of  more  than  two  years  amounted 
exploitation.   The  following  resolutions 
ere  also  passed  : — 

That  the  Society's  publication,  "Some 
Notes  on  Pharmacy  as  a  Career,"  be  sent  free 
to  every  prospective  apprentice,  the  curri- 
culum booklet  at  present  sent  them  being 
most  misleading. 

That  the  Association  strongly  recommends 
that  all  prospective  entrants  to  the  profession 
should,  while  still  at  school,  take  the  Inter- 
mediate Science  examination  of  London 
University,  in  the  appropriate  subjects. 

That,  for  the  present,  examination  results 
in  biology  (theoretical  and  practical)  should 
be  published  separately  as  botany  and 
zoology,  and  that,  so  soon  as  possible,  biology 
be  replaced  by  botany  and  zoology  taken  as 
separate  subjects. 

That  as  the  present  is  a  period  of  standstill 
(by  virtue  of  pending  changes  in  education) 
the  Association  finds  it  difficult  to  formulate 
a  policy  as  to  the  future  of  the  qualifying 
examinations. 

That,  in  reply  to  a  question  asked  by  the 
planning  committee,  the  Association  strongly 
disapproves  of  any  reduction  in  the  number 
of  colleges  recognised  by  the  Society  for 
conducting  courses  leading  to  the  qualifying 
examinations. 

That  the  Society  should  increase  the  num- 
ber of  research  scholarships. 
The  third  session  was  concerned  with  the 
dress  by  Mr.  J.  C.  Young  (a  member  of  the 
larmaceutical  Society's  Council),  already 
'erred  to  (p.  457).  In  the  matter  of  the 
)vernment's  White  Paper  on  the  proposed  new 
alth  service,  Mr.  Young  thought  the  public 
uld  be  divided  into  three  classes :  those  who 
re  in  favour  of  it;  those  who  were  opposed 
it ;  and  those  who  had  read  it.  The  attention 
/en  to  pharmacy  was  disappointing.  He 
vocated  that  the  dispensing  in  any  health 
•vice  should  be  done  in  existing  pharmacies, 
t  agreed  with  those  who  urged  that  dispen- 
ses would  have  to  be  better  equipped. 

larmacy's  Future  Discussed 

Miss  O.  Bailey,  Leicester,  said  there  was  a 
despread  feeling  that  the  Society  had  so  far 
ne  Httle.  Mr.  D.  Davis  (College  of  the  Phar-

R.  D.  J.  Brown  (College  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
ciety)  asked  if  something  could  not  be  done 
out  "patent"  medicines,  and  what  would  be 
e  position  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  dispensers 
the  future  health  service.  Mr.  J.  H.  Hender- 
ON,  Edinburgh,  thought  the  Society  could  be 
very  strong  body  if  it  was  used  properly.  He 
ould  like  to  see  the  N.F.  abolished,  and  as 
"gards  patent  medicines  could  not  the  Society 
sue  some  such  book  as  "Secret  Remedies"? 
Ir.  W, -Burke  (College  of  the  Pharmaceutical 


Society)  was  not  disappointed  with  the  referenc 
to  pharmacy  in  the  White  Paper — the  desire  for 
discussion  had  been  emphasised.  Mr.  J.  E. 
Shinner  thought  that  prescribing  should  be 
identical  for  all  classes,  and  wanted  to  know 
what  steps  were  being  taken  to  prevent  stores 
of  the  bazaar  type  from  opening  pharmacies. 

Mr.  Young,  replying  to  the  points  raised,  said 
that  such  sterilisation  processes  as  were  neces- 
sary could  be  done  centrally;  the  Society  was 
continually  holding  conferences  on  the  White 
Paper  proposals.  Apothecaries  Hall  people 
were  not  considered  as  dispensers  under  the  new 
scheme ;  only  an  Act  of  Parliament  could  re- 
strict the  opening  of  pharmacies — opposition 
interests  were  great,  and  multiple  firms  did  not 
support  the  idea  of  a  Pharmacy  Commission. 
A  comprehensive  health  service  would  cut  out 
many  "patent"  medicines.  He  was  firmly  con- 
vinced that  the  new  dispensing  service  must  be 
built  around  the  old.  The 'Conference  resolved 
that  the  supply  of  all  pharmaceutical  prepara- 
tions required  in  any  health  service  should  be 
restricted  to  pharmacists. 

At  the  business  session  the  following  resolu- 
tions were  passed :  That  the  Association  strongly, 
recommends  all  pharmacy  students  to  join  the 
Association  of  Scientific  Workers.  That  the 
Association  should  seek  affihation  to  the  Health 
Workers'  Council.  Mr.  J.  E.  Shinner  was 
re-elected  President,  with  the  following  Com- 
mittee: Mr.  G.  Bailey,  Nottingham,  Secretary; 
Messrs.  D.  J.  Brown  (College  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society);  C.  R.  Dimond,  Cardiff;  W. 
Hennigan,  Edinburgh. 

PACKAGING  CODE 

Acting  on  the  detailed  instructions  of 
the  Anglo-American  Packaging  Committee 
of  the  Ministry  of  Production,  and  with  the 
co-operation  of  various  other  ministries,  and 
numerous  industrial  and  trade  organisa- 
tions, the  British  Standards  Institution  has 
produced  an  imposing  "Packaging  Code" 
(BS  1 133,  1943)-  The  code  consists  of  six- 
teen sections  and  two  appendices,  each  of 
which  can  be  removed  from  a  stout  loose- 
leaf  binding  for  use  separately,  if  desired. 
The  code  deals  with  the  packaging  of  Govern- 
ment stores  and  supplies.  Details  are  given 
of  types  of  wrappers  and  containers  avail- 
able under  war  conditions,  together  with 
general  specifications.  The  code  includes 
sections  on  handling  containers ;  paper 
wrappers,  including  cellulose  film ;  wooden 
and  metal  containers ;  sacks  ;  sealing  tapes  ; 
methods  of  test,  etc.  There  is  a  classifica- 
tion of  articles  and.  commodities,  which 
includes  Class  20  (Drugs  and  Chemicals,  in 
bottles),  21  (Chemicals,  inert,  powdered  or 
granular,  in  bulk),  and  22  (Chemicals,  inert, 
powdered  or  granular,  in  containers) .

Senega,  Root  and  Wild  Cherry  Bark 

The  Directorate  of  Medical  Supplies  have 
informed  the  Botanical  Drug  Importers' 
section  of  the  London  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, 69  Cannon  Street,  London,  E.C.4, 
that  they  propose  to  recommend  import 
licences  for  limited  quantities  of  senega 
root  and  wild  cherry  bark  during  the  period 
ending  April  30,  1945,  and  have  asked  the 
section  to  arrange  with  the  importers 
concerned  for  their  importation.  For  this 
purpose,  therefore,  the  Botanical  Drug 
Importers'  section  will  be  glad  to  hear,  not 
later  than  May  12,  1944,  from  firms  who, 
during  the  years  1936  to  1941  inclusive, 
imported  these  drugs.  By  "imported"  is 
meant  arranged  the  shipment  and  paid  the 
overseas  supplier.  On  receipt  of  this 
information  the  section  will  send  qualified 
importers  the  necessary  forms  of  declaration 
on  which  returns  of  importations  can  be 
made  and  which  will  form  the  basis  of  the 
section's  recommendations  to  the  Director- 
ate of  Medical  Supplies. 

Essential  Oils 

In  the  present  condition  of  these  markets 
little  change  can  be  expected  from  week  to 
week.  While  there  is  no  lack  of  buyers, 
stocks  of  the  "free"  oils  have  in  many 
instances  diminished  to  disappearing  point. 
Anise  (star)  and  Peppermint  are  both  in 
exceedingly  short  supply.  Eucalyptus  is 
scarce  and  dearer.

Cellulose  Paint  Thinner.— iC.    E.  R.— 

The  "thinner"  for  cellulose  paint  is  a 
mixture  of  equal  parts  of  acetone  and  amyl 
acetate.  Acetone  with  lo  per  cent,  cyclo- 
hexanol  is  sometimes  used. 

Petrifying  Liquid.  —  G.  D.  —  Petrifying 
liquid  used  by  builders  is  commercial  water- 
glass,  suitably  diluted  with  water.  A  coat- 
ing of  lime  wash  is  often  applied  afterwards, 
to  render  the  application  insoluble. 

Peppermint  Oil. —  I.  C. — Triple-distilled 
peppermint  oil  from  Mentha  piperita  should 
contain  from  4  to  9  per  cent,  of  esters, 
calculated  as  menthyl  acetate,  and  at  least 
46  per  cent,  of  free  menthol.  Apart  from 
small  quantities  of  aldehydes  and  acids,  the 
terpenes  {d-  and  Z-apinerie,  phellandrene  and 
Mimonene)  represent  the  rest  of  the  oil. 
Japanese  oil,  from  Mentha  arvensis',  con- 
tains up  to  85  per  cent,  menthol  and  a 
sesquiterpene,  mostly  caryophyllene,  as 
well  as  limonene  and  pinene.

Stability  of  Solution.  — G.  M.  M.— Diluted 
adrenaline  solutions,  especially  if  not 
prepared  with  sterilised  distilled  water,  are 
%  always  unstable  and  are  best  prepared  as 
required.  This  is  the  usual  hospital  practice. 
In  your  second  query  you  do  not  state  the 
quantities  of  zinc,  sulph.  and  ac.  boric,  but 
the  usual  formula  of  zinc,  sulph.  gr.  i 
and  acid,  boric,  gr.  4  in  i  fl.  oz.  is  stable 
and  remains  clear.  Distilled  water  is,  of 
course,  essential  and,  if  your  chemicals 
are  pure,  the  fault  seems  to  lie  in  the  water. 

Specific  Gravities  of  Galenicals. — S.  B. — 

It  is  impossible  to  give  exact  specific 
gravities  for  the  galenical  preparations  you 
mention,  as  each  varies  within  fairly  wide 
limits  owing  to  the  different  amounts  of 
inert  extractive.  Your  simplest  plan-,  and 
one  which  is  usually  done  by  pharmacists, 
is  to  measure  carefully  10  fl.  oz.  of  the  pre- 
paration and  accurately  weigh  it.  This 
weight  divided  by  ten  is  the  specific  gravity. 


Even  liq.  morph.  hyd.,  which  contains  n 
inert  extractive,  has  a  slightly  varyin 
specific  gravity. 

Calcium  Gluconate  Solution. — E.  W.  P.~ 
The  10  per  cent,  calcium  gluconate  solutioi 
is,  of  course,  supersaturated  and,  if  there  i 
the  least  trace  of  solid  matter  in  the  solu 
tion  or  the  ampoule,  a  precipitate  is  inevit 
able.  Sterilisation  is  best  done  in  an  auto 
clave.  The  presence  of  calcium  gluco 
heptonate  increases  the  solubility  of  th 
calcium  gluconate,  and  the  following  i 
often  used :  Calcium  gluconate,  73-35 
calcium  glucoheptonate,  30-0 ;  water  t 
1,000.  Boil,  filter,  fill  into  ampoules,  an( 
sterilise  for  one  hour  at  100°  C. 

Ridding  a  Horse  of  Lice. — B.  C. — To  ge 
rid  of  lice  on  a  horse,  the  most  effectiv 
preparation  is  an  emulsion  of  paraffin  an( 
soft  soap.  This  penetrates  down  to  the  skirl
